Middendorf last week, as well as other senior officers 
in the Executive Branch, to enlist their support.

Kirkpatrick -- are going to be interviewed on camera and the results 
will be included in the new issue of this movie. As I understand it, 
the makers of this new version of the movie will want to ask you questions 
about the Soviet and Cuban roles and the many problems in Central America.. 
These producers apparently believe that the presentation at the State 
Department is a good starting point.
